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Report From India 
Troops Move Nearer Dacca

India claimed today its troops 


had pressed to within 25 miles of 
Dacca, that thousands of fleeing 
Pakistani soldiers were trying to 
cross the Ganges River to that 
East Pakistan capital, and that 
enemy planes had been driven 
from the skies. 


Indian troops were reported 


holding their ground in Kashmir 
on the western front. 


Pakistan's eastern command 


in Dacca countered with reports 
of fierce fighting on most fronts 
in the east and said "enemy 


thrusts are still being suc- 
cessfully countered by Pakistani 
troops." 


An Indian army communique 


reported its troops had ad- 
vanced to the Meghna River 25 
miles from Dacca. 


Lt Gen. Jagjit Singh Aurora, 


commander of India's eastern 
front, said in Calcutta that 
thousands of Pakistani troops 
under air attack were trying to 
reach Dacca or the port of 
Chittagong in the east in an 
armada of sampans, barges and 
river boats. 


Of these eight 
Pakistani 


battalions, 
about 7,000 men, 


were attempting to cross the 
Ganges from the west to make a 
stand at Dacca, he reported. 


Aurora told reporters that 


Indian forces were making a 
swift 
advance 
and 
were 


isolating many Pakistani troops. 


India earlier reported the 


capture of the major towns of 
Comilla in the east and Sylhet in 
the 
northeast. 
Pakistan's 


command in Dacca was still 
reporting fighting in Jessore 24 
hours after foreign newsmen 


from Calcutta visited the south- 
western town and found the 
Pakistani army had fled. 


The Indian government an- 


nounced it had ordered limited 
bombing pauses for the next two 
days to permit the evacuation of 
foreign nationals from Dacca 
and Karachi. 


A news dispatch from Dacca 


said Indian planes flying at high

Quest/on Is The Same 


The environment protection organization People's Lobby 


created something of a stir a couple of days ago by revealing what 
it called a secret memorandum laying some not quite above board 
plans for defeating the Clean Environment Act to be submitted to 
the voters next June. According to Joyce Koupal, a People's Lobby 
director, the memorandum, taken in some unexplained manner 
from the files of Standard Oil Board Chairman O. N. Miller, was 
written and signed by James L. Wanvig, San Francisco attorney 
and lobbyist for business interests in Sacramento. 


The memorandum, as revealed by Mrs. Koupal, suggested that 


the public relations firm of Whitaker and Baxter be engaged to 
manage a campaign against the Clean Environment Act, and at- 
tached were preliminary guidelines proposed by Whitaker and 
Baxter. The proposal was that the campaign "must not be 
spearheaded publicly by business and industry. It should be 
publicly launched 
by responsible conservationists, by 


academicians, labor spokesmen, leaders of the Democratic Party 
and joined at the appropriate time by business, industry, 
agriculture and the Republican Party leadership." 


"This strategy," the memorandum declared, "insures greater 
BuS/DBSS 


credibility to the thesis the People's Lobby initiative is so extreme, 
so destructive of people's lives, that responsible environmentalists 
are embarrassed by it and urge its defeat."

Miss Gloria Steinem, you will 


remember, is the lady who has 
put herself in the high command 
of the movement to secure equal 
rights for women. To judge from 
some of her recent activities, 
she veers dangerously close to 
the position that no woman can 
be held responsible for anything, 
even as, during the hysteria of 
the spring of 1970, Kingman 
Brewster of Yale University 
came close to saying that no 
murder should be investigated if 
it is possible that it was com- 
mitted by a Black Panther. 


Miss Steinem has, for in- 


stance, now consented to serve 
as the treasurer of a committee 
to raise funds for Angela Davis, 
which reminds me that there 
must be more groups raising 
money for Angela Davis, than 
for the refugees of Pakistan, or 
the deliverance of Venice. Thus 
I and no doubt tens of thousands 
of others, have received a form 
letter, written from the "Marin 
County 
Jail, 
San 
Rafael, 


California," from Angela Davis, 
stating her case, and urging us 
to send money to her in care of 
"Gloria Steinem, Treas." 


Miss Davis gets right to the 


point. It isn't just she who is on 
trial, but a whole race of people. 
"My life is at stake, but as I 
have repeatedly said, not simply 
the life of a lone individual, but a 
life which belongs to Black 
people and all who are tired of 
poverty and racism and the 
unjust imprisonment of tens of 
thousands." 


Now: 
I know people who a) 


are tired of poverty, b) are tired 
of racism, c) don't believe in the 
unjust imprisonment of one 
person, 
let 
alone 
tens 
of 


thousands of persons; who d) 
are black, some of them; e) 
white, others of them — who 
don't identify with Angela Davis 
at all. We are all standing by to 
defend Miss Davis if events 
suggest 
that 
she 
is being 


railroaded. But where are these 
events? 


Miss Davis is ready to cope 


with 
any 
suspicion of 
un- 


suspiciousness. She has been 
denied bail. "We have long 
considered my release on bail as 
a basic condition of judicial 
fairness." That is only one of the 
reasons we are urged to con- 
clude she is scheduled for a 
"legal 
lynching" 
California 


authorities, she explains, are 


intent on maintaining and 


intensifying the racist hysteria 
which 
is 
inherent1 in 
the 


prosecution itself." And indeed 
California 
officials 
"have 


created 
an 
atmosphere 
of 


military occupation in the Marin 
Civic Center." And as for wit- 
nesses? "George Jackson, who 
would have played an important 
role in my defense, has been 
killed." 


Now 
here, 
more or less 


unadorned, 
is what Angela 


Davis is contending: 


—That the United States is far 


gone in repression, indeed that 
"tens 
of 
thousands" 
of 


Americans are unjustly im- 
prisoned. 


—That she is a special victim 


of 
American 
oppressors, 


primarily 
because 
she 
is 


black ) —That the courts in 
California have no intention of 
giving her the rights commonly 
given to other defendants in like 
circumstances. 


— That the State of California 


is going so far as to contrive the 
murder of critical witnesses. 


Miss Davis does not pause to 


acknowledge 
that 
several 


people, including a California 
judge, are most indisputably 


dead as a result of the court- 
room kidnapping to which she is 
linked by the circumstance of 
the lethal weapon's having been 
issued in her name. 


She does not explain that bail 


is seldom given to defendants 
who have been guilty of at- 
tempting to flee the state, as 
Miss Davis did, successfully, for 
several months during which 
her answers were being sought 
to several questions. 


She does not encourage the 


reader 
to 
infer 
from 
the 


elaborate preparations being 
taken in connection with her 
custody the obvious reasons for 
them: namely to protect her, 
and to protect her protectors. 
Similarly 
precautions 
were 


taken to protect Sirhan Sirhan, 
and no one drew the inference 
that California is anti-Arab. 


Now none of this surprises. 


Whether Miss Davis is or isn't 
guilty of the crimes with which 
she is charged will be legally 
established 
in 
due 
course. 


Meanwhile, she is a Communist, 
and pledged therefore to turn 
every contingency into a means 
of savaging this country. Okay. 
But why should Gloria Steinem 
forward this enterprise?

That is an interesting revelation of the methods used by big 


business interests to influence the electoral process, a method 
which Michael Abramson Jr., vice president of Whitaker and 
Baxter defends emphatically. "We have no apologies whatsoever 
for the documents." he said. "We have told our clients thev will be 
facing the most demagogic campaign in recent California history 
and that the measure itself is a total threat to the very life style of 
the state." 


Threat to tne life style of the state though the Clean En- 


vironment Act may be, the campaign against it proposed by 
Whitaker and Baxter is something less than honest. Its revelation 
calls attention to what we should already know. That is that we will 
have to consider every argument against the act in the light of the 
fact that its passage will mean losses in the millions to California 
industries such as Standard Oil and Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company, and to farmers and the chemical firms which supply 
them with pesticides. 


Those are matters to consider because the arguments we will 


have dinned into us by ajl the vehicles of publicity that big money 
can buy and also because losses to the industries of the state will be 
losses to us all. And there well may be truth to Abiamsons 
statement that the measure is a threat to "the very life style of the 
state." 


The life style of the state is to a greater or lesser extent the life 


style of us all. We will be short sighted to see its benefits curtailed 
without good reason. But we must not lose sight of the possibility 
that there is good reason. The question then is the same as it always 
has been Do the threats to our environment outweigh the known 
contributions to our life style of the kind of automobiles we have, of 
gasoline at prices comparable with those now, of electric energy at 
costs reasonably similar to those now, of food as plentiful as it is 
now? 


If the threat is as great as members of the People's Lobby 


declares it to be, it is time we stopped spending our future. That is 
for us to decide between now and next June.

Free Enterprise Questioned By Air Industry

On Sept. 9 the 
federal 


government approved up to $250 
million in loan guarantees to 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. Some 
$155 
million of the loans so 


guaranteed are scheduled for 
repayment by the end of 1975. 


Lockheed 
needed 
the 


guarantees because it had 
exhausted its own borrowing 
capacity at the banks and was 
threatened with bankruptcy 
should it fail to obtain more 
funds 


The future would be better, it 


said. It assured Americans that 
it was not seeking a government 
loan but only a guarantee. 
Proponents of the guarantee 
said it was still a viable en- 
terprise 
and 
should 
be 


preserved. 


Others didn't see it that way. 
If free enterprise itself was to 


remain in working order, they 


said, a weak corporation should 
not be preserved by subsidies of 
any kind. That practice would 
lead only to still higher costs. 


Lockheed and its powerful 


supporters in Washington 
prevailed, but the issue was 
never really settled. And now a 
speech by Daniel Haughton, 
Lockheed chairman, suggests 
that the entire industry — 
manufacturers and airlines — 
may be unable to live under free 
enterprise. 


Speaking 
of 
airline 


profitability, Haughum told a 
meeting of the Air Transport 
Association at Beverly Hills: 


"One wonders whether we 


have passed the point of 
diminishing return. Whether we 
have reached, in fact; the point 
of no more return " 


Increased costs for labor and 


ground facilities have com- 
pounded the problem and, he 


suggested, 
offset 
the 
op- 


portunity for further gains that 
might result from advanced 
technology. 


Nevertheless, it appears that 


Haughton's hope for airline 
profitability still depends on 
technological developments, an 
admittedly slim hope. 


"Is it possible still to make the 


economies 
that 
will 
keep 


bringing down direct costs at a 
fast enough clip to offset the 
increase in other elements of 
airline operating costs?" he 
asked. 


"Possibly not," he answered, 


"unless we have a dramatic 
breakthrough that we do not 
know 
about 
today 
— 
a 


breakthrough in structures, 
materials, 
propulsion, 


aerodynamic design." 


The chances, he seemed to 


say, depend not only on slim 
hopes but on possibilities that 


have not even appeared on the 
horizon. 


"Even with such a significant 


breakthrough, there remains a 
major — perhaps an even 
larger— question," he said. 


"In view of the risks, and the 


magnitude 
of 
investment 


required, who is going to launch 
the next commercial aircraft 
program?" 


He continued: "It is not my 


purpose tonight to give answers, 
but we may have reached one of 
those times in history when the 
ways of the past no longer will 
suffice for the future." 


He listed the possibilities: a 


consortium of manufacturers 
supported 
by 
government 


financing, 
an 
airline 


cooperative, association with 
foreign groups, "or the answer 
may lie in strictly U S. ap- 
proach, through new methods of 
participation."

Castro warned that "im- 


perialists" and "reactionaries" 
will do everything possible "to 
make the Chilean way fail, to 
stop this Chilean success " 


"This is a decisive time for 


Chile. Chileans must use their 
intelligence to defend their 


experiment," he said. 


Earlier, while in Chile, Castro 


told a group of newsmen at an 
outdoor lunch that the United 
States and Cuba could become 
friends again "when the U. S 
has a government that really 
represents the philosophy of 
peace." 


"Nixon doesn't,'" he con- 


tended 
"Nixon is not 
a 


progressive. The most that can 
be said of him is that he is a 
political realist who wants to get 
re-elected."

My appendix burst while I 


was under a doctor's observa- 
tion for pain in the stomach 
region. The result was two op- 
erations and many weeks in the 
hospital. Is there no way that 
such a condition might have 
been diagnosed before the ap- 
pendix burst? 


Mr. B. J., Tex. 


Dear Mr. J : 
The diagnosis ot acute appen- 


dicitis still remains one of the 
most difficult ones that the doc- 
tor is called upon to make. In- 
flammation 
of the 
appendix 


may radiate pain from its nor- 
mal location in the right lower 
part of the abdomen to other 
parts of it and confuse his judg- 
ment 
The appendix is a worm-like 


projection about three or four 
inches long that extends from 
the large bowel or intestine 
Sometimes the 
appendix is 


looped behind the bowel and 
produces less 
recognizable 


symptoms. 


Doctors are often put in an 


untenable position. If they sus- 
pect appendicitis and suggest 
early surgery, there is often an 
unexpressed feeling by the pa- 
tient's family that he is "knife 


hdIPhav<- heard this thoroughly 
ridiculous statement many 
times in practice and I have re- 
sented the distrust that is so 
destructive to the valuable doc- 
tor patient relationship. 


If as in your case, the doctor 


assumed the attitude of watch- 
ful waiting, there is the implica- 
tion that hf was responsible for 


the unhappy burst appendix or 
peritonitis complications. This 
is not valid. An appendix may 
rupture even under the most 
scrupulous observation 


I have known many people 


suspected of having low grade, 
chronically recurrent attacks of 
appendicitis 
who would 
not 


dream of having an operatic.i if 
it were suggested Yet many of 
these people run into trouble 
by neglect of occasional epi- 
sodes of abdominal cramps and 
nausea and even vomiting 


The-'e is no positive way for 


a doctor or surgeon to say posi- 
tively the appendix is acutely 
diseased. Examination of the 
abdomen, blood studies and rec- 
tal examination of the appen- 
dix area are important guides. 
They are not, however, always 
exact because there are so 
many other conditions that can 
resemble this disorder. 


Excellent surgery and inten- 


sive use of antibiotics have un- 
doubtedly saved your life. We 
arc grateful that this is possible 
in contrast to the desperate 
problems that jccurred only 30 
years ago. 
It must be recognized that 


surgery is often the safest ap- 
proach when confusing diagnos- 
tic problems exist within the 
abdomen.

Court Appointed Defense Attorney 
Life Not Always An Easy Task 
»i*«—— 


By JOHN GLENN 


The life of a court-appointed 


defense attorney is no easy task, 
according to the men who take 
the appointments 


No matter what verdict is 


rendered by judge or jury, the 
court appointed, 
taxpayer- 


financed attorney loses 


Generally, however, everyone 


else wins 


A recent case brought to light 


the tribulations experienced by 
court-appointed lawyer Harold 
Lucas, who watched as his 
young client was sentenced to 
the California Youth Authority 


For his efforts to keep the 19- 


year-old free, he found himself 
criticized 


His client had a long record of 


minor incidents which came to 
the attention of law enforcement 
agencies The probation report 
on the defendant bore this out, 
citing mostly minor infractions 
dating back to 1966 Lucas had 
managed to keep the youth from 
a jail sentence the several times 
he defended him in the past 


The incarceration came after 


he struck a deputy sheriff At the 
time of the last incident, he 
already was serving six months 
probation for possession of 
marijuana Other charges had 
been dismissed 


Finally, admitting later he 


could say little in his client's 
behalf, Lucas appealed to the 
court to extend probation again 
He 
offered 
the probation 


department officer's opinion 
that 
the 
youngster 
was 


"sobered" by his stay behind 
bars 
while 
psychiatrists 


examined him 


In the case of the troublesome 


youth, the public benefited when 
the youngster was committed to 
the California Youth Authority, 
the youth benefited by having 
related charges dropped before 
the marijuana issue came 
before the court — and it was for 
possession of marijuana that the 
length of sentence wilL be set, 
not attacking a deputy sheriff 


In many cases for first," and 


frequently second, offenders, 
"negotiated" guilty pleas are 
made at the public defender's 


suggestion 
The 
plea 
is 


suggested to the defendant as 
part of a deal with the district 
attorney's office In return the 
DA generally reduces the 
charges to a lesser crime — such 
as changing a burglary com- 
plaint to breaking and entering 
— or dismisses some charges 
"in the interests of justice " 


The benefit of the negotiated 


settlement, both prosecutor and 
defender agree, is a substantial 
saving to the taxpayer in no- 
longer-needed court costs The 
»advantage to the accused is that 
he stands a better chance of 
probation or a shorter sentence 
— another benefit to the tax- 
payer — and the direct benefit to 
the average citizen is control of 
a person who committed a 
crime

are 


" sometimes dismissed under the 
negotiated 
agreement, 
the 


accusations remain on the 
person's police record, although 
the notation that the charges 
were dismissed is added

The environment protection organization People’s Lobby 
created something of a stir a couple of days ago by revealing what 
it called a secret m emorandum laying some not quite above board 
plans for defeating the Clean Environm ent Act to be submitted to 
the voters next June. According to Joyce Koupal, a People’s Lobby 
director, the memorandum, taken in some unexplained m anner 
from the files of Standard Oil Board Chairm an O. N. Miller, was 
written and signed by Jam es L. Wanvig, San Francisco attorney 
and lobbyist for business interests in Sacramento. 


The memorandum, as revealed by Mrs. Koupal, suggested that 
the public relations firm of W hitaker and Baxter be engaged to 
manage a campaign against the Clean Environm ent Act, and at­ 
tached were prelim inary guidelines proposed by Whitaker and 
Baxter. The proposal was that the cam paign “ must not be 
spearheaded publicly by business and industry. It should be 
publicly 
launched 
by 
responsible 
conserv atio n ists, 
by 
academicians, labor spokesmen, leaders of the Democratic P arty 
and joined at the appropriate time by business, industry, 
agriculture and the Republican P arty leadership.” 


“This strategy,” the memorandum declared, “ insures greater 
credibility to the thesis the People’s Lobby initiative is so extrem e, 
so destructive of people’s lives, that responsible environmentalists 
are em barrassed by it and urge its defeat.” 


That is an interesting revelation of the methods used by big 
business interests to influence the electoral process, a method 
which Michael Abramson Jr., vice president of Whitaker and 
Baxter, defends emphatically. “We have no apologies whatsoever 
for the documents.” he said. “ We have told our clients thev will be 
facing the most demagogic campaign in recent California history 
and that the m easure itself is a total threat to the very life style of 
the state.” 


Threat to the life style of the state though the Clean E n­ 
vironment Act may be, the campaign against it proposed by 
Whitaker and Baxter is something less than honest. Its revelation 
calls attention to what we should already know. That is that we will 
have to consider every argum ent against the act in the light of the 
fact that its passage will mean losses in the millions to California 
industries such as Standard Oil and Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company, and to farm ers and the chemical firm s which supply 
them with pesticides. 


Those are m atters to consider because the arguments we will 
have dinned into us by ajl the vehicles of publicity that big money 
can buy, and also because losses to the industries of the state will be 
losses to us all. And there well may be truth to Abramson’s 
statem ent that the m easure is a threat to “ the very life style of the 
state.” 


The life style of the state is to a greater or lesser extent the life 
style of us all. We will be short sighted to see its benefits curtailed 
without good reason. But we must not lose sight of the possibility 
that there is good reason. The question then is the same as it always 
has been. Do the threats to our environment outweigh the known 
contributions to our life style of the kind of automobiles we have, of 
gasoline at prices com parable with those now, of electric energy at 
costs reasonably sim ilar to those now, of food as plentiful as it is 
now? 


If the threat is as great as members of the People’s Lobby 
declares it to be, it is time we stopped spending our future. That is 
for us to decide between now and next June.

On Trusting The Doctor 


My appendix burst while I 
vas under a doctor’s observa- 
ion for pain in the stomach 
egion. The result was two op­ 
erations and many weeks in the 
lospital. Is there no way that 
►uch a condition might have 
»een diagnosed before the ap- 
jendix burst? 
Mr. B. J., Tex. 
Jear Mr. J.: 
The diagnosis of acute appen- 
licitis still remains one of the 
nost difficult ones that the doc- 
or is called upon to make. In- 
lammation of the appendix 
nay radiate pain from its nor- 
nal location in the right lower 
jart of the abdomen to other 
sarts of it and confuse his judg- 
nent. 
The appendix is a worm-like 
>rojection about three or four 
nches long that extends from 
he large bowel or intestine. 
Jometimes 
the 
appendix is 
ooped behind the bowel and 
iroduces less recognizable 
ymptoms. 
Doctors are often put in an 
mtenable position. If they sus- 
►ect appendicitis and suggest 
arly surgery, there is often an 
inexpressed feeling by the pa- 
ient’s family that he is “knife 
lappy.” 
I have heard this thoroughly 
idiculous sta te m e n t many 
imes in practice and I have re- 
ented the distrust that is so 
estructive to the valuable doc- 
or-patient relationship. 
If, as in your case, the doctor 
ssumed the attitude of watch- 
ll waiting, there is the implica- 
on that he was responsible for 


the unhappy burst appendix or 
peritonitis complications. This 
is not valid. An appendix may 
rupture even under the most 
scrupulous observation. 
I have known many people 
suspected of having low grade, 
chronically recurrent attacks of 
appendicitis who would 
not 
dream of having an operation if 
it were suggested. Yet many of 
these people run into trouble 
by neglect of occasional epi­ 
sodes of abdominal cramps and 
nausea and even vomiting. 
There is no positive way for 
a doctor or surgeon to say posi­ 
tively the appendix is acutely 
diseased. Examination of the 
abdomen, blood studies and rec­ 
tal examination of the appen­ 
dix area are important guides. 
They are not, however, always 
exact becaüse there are so 
many other conditions that can 
resemble this disorder. 
Excellent surgery and inten­ 
sive use of antibiotics have un­ 
doubtedly saved your life. We 
are grateful that this is possible 
in contrast to the desperate 
problems that occurred only 30 
years ago. 
It must be recognized that 
surgery is often the safest ap­ 
proach when confusing diagnos­ 
tic problems exist within the 
abdomen.

No Responsibility Defense

Miss Gloria Steinem, you will 
remember, is the lady who has 
put herself in the high command 
of the movement to secure equal 
rights for women. To judge from 
some of her recent activities, 
she veers dangerously close to 
the position that no woman can 
be held responsible for anything, 
even as, during the hysteria of 
the spring of 1970, Kingman 
Brewster of Yale University 
came close to saying that no 
m urder should be investigated if 
it is possible that it was com­ 
mitted by a Black Panther. 
Miss Steinem has, for in­ 
stance, now consented to serve 
as the treasurer of a committee 
to raise funds for Angela Davis, 
which rem inds me that there 
must be more groups raising 
money for Angela Davis, than 
for the refugees of Pakistan, or 
the deliverance of Venice. Thus 
I and no doubt tens of thousands 
of others, have received a form 
letter, written from the “ Marin 
County 
Jail, 
San 
Rafael, 
California,” from Angela Davis, 
stating her case, and urging us 
to send money to her in care of 
“Gloria Steinem, Treas.” 
Miss Davis gets right to the

point. It isn’t just she who is on 
trial, but a whole race of people. 
“ My life is at stake, but as I 
have repeatedly said, not simply 
the life of a lone individual, but a 
life which belongs to Black 
people and all who are tired of 
poverty and racism and the 
unjust imprisonment of tens of 
thousands.” 
Now: I know people who a) 
are tired of poverty, b) are tired 
of racism, c) don’t believe in the 
unjust imprisonment 
of 
one 
person, 
let 
alone 
tens 
of 
thousands of persons; who d) 
are black, some of them; e) 
white, others of them — who 
don’t identify with Angela Davis 
at all. We are all standing by to 
defend Miss Davis if events 
suggest 
that 
she 
is 
being 
railroaded. But where are these 
events? 
Miss Davis is ready to cope 
with 
any 
suspicion 
of 
un­ 
suspiciousness. She has been 
denied bail. “We have long 
considered my release on bail as 
a basic condition of judicial 
fairness.” That is only one of the 
reasons we are urged to con­ 
clude she is scheduled for a 
“ legal 
lynching.” 
California 
authorities, she explains, are 


“ intent 
on 
maintaining 
and 
intensifying the racist hysteria 
which 
is 
inherent' 
in 
the 
prosecution itself.” And indeed 
California 
officials 
“ have 
created 
an 
atmosphere 
of 
military occupation in the Marin 
Civic Center.” And as for wit­ 
nesses? “George Jackson, who 
would have played an important 
role in my defense, has been 
killed.”

—That the United States is far

Free Enterprise Questioned By Air Industry

federal 
government approved up to $250 
million in loan guarantees to 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. Some 
$155 million of the loa.'i 
so 
guaranteed are scheduled for 
repayment by the end of 1975. 
Lockheed 
needed 
the 
g u aran tees because it had 
exhausted its own borrowing 
capacity at the banks and was 
threatened with bankruptcy 
should it fail to obtain more 
funds. 
The future would be better, it 
said. It assured Americans that 
it was not seeking a government 
loan 
but only a guarantee. 
Proponents of the guarantee 
said it was still a viable en­ 
terp rise 
and 
should 
be 
preserved. 
Others didn’t see it that way. 
If free enterprise itself was to 
remain in working order, they 


said, a weak corporation should 
not be preserved by subsidies of 
any kind. That practice would 
lead only to still higher costs. 
Lockheed and its powerful 
supporters in W ashington 
prevailed, but the issue was 
never really settled. And now a 
speech by Daniel Haughton, 
Lockheed chairman, suggests 
that the 
entire 
industry 
— 
m anufacturers and airlines — 
may be unable to live under free 
enterprise. 
Speaking 
of 
airlin e 
profitability, Haughion told a 
meeting of the Air Transport 
Association at Beverly Hills: 
“One wonders whether we 
have 
passed 
the 
point 
of 
diminishing return. Whether we 
have reached, in fact', the point 
of no more return.” 
Increased costs for labor and 
ground facilities have com ­ 
pounded the problem and, he 


suggested, 
offset 
the 
op­ 
portunity for further gains that 
might result from advanced 
technology. 
Nevertheless, it appears that 
Haughton’s 
hope 
for 
airline 
profitability still depends on 
technological developments, an 
admittedly slim hope. 
“ Is it possible still to make the 
econom ies 
th a t 
will 
keep 
bringing down direct costs at a 
fast enough clip to offset the 
increase in other elements of 
airline operating costs?” 
he 
asked. 
“ Possibly not,” he answered, 
“unless we have a dram atic 
breakthrough that we do not 
know

breakthrough in stru ctu res, 
m a t e r i a l s , 
p r o p u ls io n , 
aerodynamic design.” 
The chances, he seemed to 
say, depend not only on slim 
hopes but on possibilities that

CHICAGO (AP) — Some major league baseball executives are 


maneuvering to help Charles O. Finley break his long-term lease on 
Oakland Coliseum and move his baseball and hockey teams to 
Washington, D. C., the Chicago Sun-Times says. 


The newspaper on Wednesday quoted a "highly placed 


National League executive" as saying that the league is anxious to 
relocate Oakland because, "It's obvious that the Bay area can't 
support two major league baseball teams." 


The San Francisco Examiner, meanwhile, quotes Finley as 


saying, "I don't want to say anything about it. I don't want to get 
into hot water here with the people of Oakland." 


Robert T. Nahas, president of the Oakland-Alameda County 


Coliseum Complex Board, said that Finley has "a firm" contract to 
keep his Athletics at the stadium for another 16 years. He said that 
Finley's California Golden Seals of the National Hockey League 
have a contract running another three years.

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Court Appointed Defense Attorney 
Life Not Always An Easy Task

The life of a court-appointed 
defense attorney is no easy task, 
according to the men who take 
the appointments. 
No matter what verdict is 
rendered by judge or jury, the 
court 
appointed, 
taxpayer- 
financed attorney loses. 
Generally, however, everyone 
else wins. 
A recent case brought to light 
the tribulations experienced by 
court-appointed lawyer Harold 
Lucas, who watched as his 
young client was sentenced to 
the California Youth Authority. 
For his efforts to keep the 19- 
year-old free, he found himself 
criticized. 
His client had a long record of 
minor incidents which came to 
the attention of law enforcement 
agencies. The probation report 
on the defendant bore this out, 
citing mostly minor infractions 
dating back to 1966. Lucas had 
managed to keep the youth from 
a jail sentence the several times 
he defended him in the past. 
The incarceration came after 


he struck a deputy sheriff. At the 
time of the last incident, he 
already was serving six months 
probation for possession of 
marijuana. Other charges had 
been dismissed. 
Finally, admitting later he 
could say little in his client’s 
behalf, Lucas appealed to the 
court to extend probation again. 
He 
offered 
the 
probation 
department officer’s opinion 
that 
the 
youngster 
was 
“sobered” by his stay behind 
bars 
while 
psychiatrists 
examined him. 
In the case of the troublesome 
youth, the public benefited when 
the youngster was committed to 
the California Youth Authority; 
the youth benefited by having 
related charges dropped before 
the marijuana issue cam e 
before the court — and it was for 
possession of marijuana that the 
length of sentence wilL be set, 
not attacking a deputy sheriff.

“Next 
year an additional $12,400 has

No New State Taxes

There will be no new state taxes 
next year because California's 
strong 
recovery 
from 
an 


economic slump will provide the 
extra money state government 
needs, Gov. Reagan's top budget 
officer says. 


Finance Director Verne Orr 


refused to discuss comments by 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post 
that the cost of state govern- 
ment will increase by at least 
$700 million — to more than $7.5 
billion — during the 1972-73 
fiscal year. 


But Orr agreed with Post that 


the state's recovery from the 
recession of the past two years 
will produce enough new sales, 
income 
and 
business 
tax 


revenues to pay for a sizeable 
increase in the cost of state 
government without new taxes 
next year. 


"In a good year we expect 


state revenues to increase in the 
range of seven to eight per cent. 
We expect next year to be a good 
year," Orr said Wednesday. 


An eight per cent increase in 


the current year's delicately 
balanced 
$6.8-billion 
state 


budget would amount to an 
extra 
$544 million for state 


government next year, but Orr

Leader Mike Mansfield, author 
of the six-month war deadline, 
who opposed putting off a vote 
on the war halt with interim 
foreign-aid extension. 


"I will not cave in," Mansfield 


said. 


The 214-179 House approval of 


the $3-billion foreign-aid ap- 
propriation came after leaders 
rose one after another, ap- 
pealing to the House not to kill 
the bill. 


"We cannot just plunge out of 


this business," said Albert. 


Republican Leader Gerald R. 


Ford called the Indochina 
security aid in the bill vital to 
continued withdrawal of U. S. 
forces from the war. 


The bill would withhold all but 


humanitarian and refugee relief 
to India and Pakistan until they 
stop fighting.

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Budget Director Says 
No New State Taxes 
Work On Resolution To Urge

War Deaths At Near Record Low 


SAIGON (AP) — American 


casualties in the Vietnam war 
last week were the second 
lowest since the U.S. Command 
started keeping weekly totals 
nearly seven years ago, the 
command announced today.

Americans 
were 
killed 
in 


combat and 14 were wounded. 


Another 11 men died from 


nonhostile causes, the command 


said. This total presumably did 
not include any of the 34 men 
who died in a helicopter crash 
Nov. 28. Their bodies were not 
recovered until this week, and 
until then they were listed as 
missing in action. 


The 
South 
Vietnamese 


Command reported 314 men 
killed in action, 125 less than the 
week before, and 630 wounded. 
The 
two 
allied 
commands 


claimed 808 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed, a sharp 
drop from the previous week s 
claim of 1,333.

War Deaths At Near Record Low 


SAIGON (AP) — American 
casualties in the Vietnam war 
last 
week 
were 
the 
second 
lowest since the U.S. Command 
started keeping weekly totals 
nearly seven years ago, 
the( 
command announced today. 
Headquarters 
said 
four 
Americans 
were 
killed 
in 
combat and 14 were wounded. 
Another 11 men died from 
nonhostile causes, the command 


said. This total presumably did 
not include any of the 34 men 
who died in a helicopter crash 
Nov. 28. Their bodies were not 
recovered until this week, and 
until then they were listed as 
missing in action. 
The 
South 
Vietnamese 
Command 
reported 314 
men 
killed in action, 125 less than the 
week before, and 630 wounded. 
The 
two 
allied 
commands 


claimed 808 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed, a sharp 
drop from the previous week’s 
claim of 1,333. 
Last week was the ninth in a 
row that the U.S. Command has 
reported less than 10 men killed 
in action. The lowest American 
casualty toll of the past seven 
years was reported three weeks 
ago, 
five 
killed 
and 
four 
wounded during Nov. 14-20.

The reservoir is part of an $8 
million dam located above the 
conjunction of Martis Creek and 
the Truckee. Its purpose is to 
control Truckee flows through 
Reno to avoid possible flooding.
